Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.}— 
‘@hrough the medium of correspondence be- 
tween himself and former Civil Service Com- 
missioner William Dudley Foulke of Rich- 
mond, Ind., President Roosevelt makes a 
vigorous refutation of the charges that he 
has been using federal patronage to secure 
the nomination of Secretary Taft as a preal- 
dential candidate. 

From the White house tonight was made 
public a letter from Mr. Foulke setting forth 

‘the substance of conversations held with 
the president on the subject; also the gist of 
letters exchanged by the two, and the reply 
of Mr. Roosevelt to Mr. Foulke, under date 
of Feb. 7, 1908. 

In a letter of some length the president 
makes a straight denial of any intention

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FIELD EXECUTORS 
TO PAY $1,000,000 


Consent to Judgment for That 
Amount Against Estate 
to Settle Claims for 
Back Taxes. 


OFFER TO BE AOCEPTED. 


Money Available This Week for 
the City, County, and Other 
Bodies to Which It 
Is Due. 


Chicago and its coUrdinate taxing bodies 
will have $1,000,000 to spend this year which 
they were not looking for. It is not a promise 
for thegfuture, but a certainty of actual cash 
available within a short time. It looks to 
them like a belated Christmas gift. 

The executors of the Marshall Field estate 
agreed yesterday to pay that amount in set- 
tlement of the claims for back taxes which 
have been pending against that estate for 
two years. The full claim Was $1,730,000, 
but the executors urged strong legal objec- 
tions to many of the items and an offer of 
$1,000,000 in hand was considered by County 
Attorney Harry A. Lewis as much better 
than a claim for more which could not be 
collected for years if allowed by the courts. 

The check for $1,000,000 probably will be 
the largest one ever drawn in payment of 
taxes. 

Early this week Mr. Lewis for the county 
and John P. Wilson for the Field estate will 
go before a judge of the Circuit court, ex- 
plain the agreement, and, if ratified by the 
court, as it probably will be, the estate will 
confess judgment for the $1,000,000. The 
money will be available then and there. 

The settlement is important also as affect- 
ing other estates, notably the Yerkes one, 
which the board of review will now take up. 


Apportioning of the Money. 

How the $1,000,000 will be divided up has 
not been figured out yet except in a general 
way. It is a matter for the tax experts, who 
will have to apportion it according to the tax 
levies of 1906. In a general way, however, it 
is known— 

Cook county will get $134,000 of it, or 13.4 
per cent. 

The city will get more than 55 per cent, or 
in excess of $550,000. 

The south park board will get a share, es- 
timated now at over $100,000. 

The state of Illinois will come in for its 
share, as will the library board and the nan 
tary district. 

The share of the school board will come 
out of the money apportioned to the city. 


Dispute Over Back Taxes. 


When the Field estate was put into the 
Probate court for settlement the Board of 


Review assessed it for back taxes on a total 


valuation of $105,000,000. This covered the 
period from 1900 to 1906. Of this the as- 
sessed valuation was 521,000 000 and the 
amount of taxes collectible $126,000. To this 
was added penalties bringing the total claim 
up to $1,730,000. This the estate refused to 
pay and the county attorney entered suit 
for it at the May term of 1907. The case has 
been in the courts ever since. 

While never seriously disputing that the 
claim had justice back of it, John P. Wilson, 
the attorney for the estate, strongly objected 
to several of the items. The biggest one was 
for $480,000, claimed as penalties for failure 
to schedule, the law providing for 10 per cent 
added in such cases. Mr. Wilson contended 
this was unfair, as the estate never had been 
called on to pay these taxes, consequently 
had had no chance to defend itself and no- 
body's property could be taken from him 
without due process of law. 

This point was allowed by County Attorney 
Lewis. That brought the claim down to §1,- 
300,000. Then Mr. Wilson urged legal ob- 
jections to other items, some of which Mr. 
Lewis was willing to allow and others he 
combated. Finally the offer was made to 
settle for $1,000,000 ready cash without fur- 
ther litigation or fight out the full amount 
claimed by the county during the years the 
case would be in the courts. 


Offer by Estate Accepted. 

Mr. Lewis consulted with President Will- 
lam Busse of the county board and Treasurer 
John R. Thompson and then with Corpora- 
tion Counsel Brundage representing the city. 
The advice of all was to take the $1,000,000 
end get it as quickly as possible. Both city 
and county need money just now and need 
it badly and $1,000,000 was altogether too 
large a sum to be lightly passed by in the 
hope that perhaps some years from now a 
few thousands more could be obtained. 

Speaking of the settlement last evening 
John P. Wilson said: 

“We expect to go into court during the 
week and consent to a judgment against the 
estate for the amount agreed on. That will 
settle the estate and the case will be dis- 
posed of. The executors preferred to make 
a settlement rather than enter into pro- 
tracted litigation. It seemed to me better to 
enter Judgment for the same reason.” 

The executors of the estate are Chauncey 
Keep, A. B. Jones, and the Merchants’ Trust 
and Savings bank. Mr. Jones refused to dis- 
cuss the matter, referring questioners to 

Mr. Wüson. 


May Affect Yerkes Estate. 


Fred W. Upham of the board of review, who 
first made the assessment against the Field 
estate which resulted in the settlement, was 
fairly well contented with the situation last 
evening. He was rejoicing not only on ac- 
count of the money which would be had from 
this estate but because it offered a promise 
or similar though smaller contributions from 
other estates. The claim against the Yerkes 
estate for back taxes is $62,000. 

It is a good settlement for the city and 
county,” said Mr. Upham, and now that 
as powerful an estate as this one, with as 
good a lawyer as John P. Wilson advising 
it, has acknowledged the justice of the claim, 
I do not think we will have much trouble with 
other estates we may assess on similar lines. 
The only other beside the Field in which we 
have so far taken action is that of Charles 
T. Yerkes, but I understand there are a 
number of smaller ones in the same condition, 
the total of which will amount to consider- 
able. 

It seems to me the arrangement should 
be satisfactory all around,“ said County At- 
torney Lewis. “It certainly ap deale vo all 
of us as the best way out of the situa ‘ion. 

Several conferences have been had be- 
tween the county law department and John 
P. Wilson for the purpose of obtaining an 
agreement to submit the case to one of the 
judges of the Superior court. Mr. Wileon 
suggested some legal objections to the tax 
and intimated that the executors would con- 
sider a settlement. The matter was 
submitted to the city and county authorities.

CONVICTED PASTOR IN PULPIT 


Dr. J. R. Kaye Again Preaches 
to His Wheaton Flock. 


SEES THE WILL OF HEAVEN 


Tells People Imprisonment for Coun- 
terfeiting Elevated Him. 


The Rev. James R. Kaye, convicted in the 
United States District court at Springfield 
of counterfeiting, resumed the pastorate 
of the First Congregational church of 
Wheaton yesterday and conducted the Sun- 
day services. 

“The verdict is no bar to my appearance 
in a pulpit as a minister of the gospel, said 
the Rev. Mr. Kaye. 

Members of the church stood asa unit back 
of Dr. Kaye in this aseertion. Deacons 
George H. Brewster and W. O. Hart and 
Trustee W. H. Monroe were conspicuous 
in the audience which greeted the preacher 
on his return from the county jail at Spring- 
feld. 


Receives Two Years’ Sentence. 

The Congregational minister was convicted 
of counterfeiting and sentenced by Judge J 
Otis Humphrey to two years in the peniten- 
tlary at Fort Leavenworth Jan. 11. His 
case was taken to the United States Court of 
Appeals, and on Friday he was released 
from the Springfield county jail by Judge 


-. Grosscup, efter bonds of $2,500 had been fur- 


nished. The Rev. Mr. Kaye immediately re- 
turned to Wheaton. 

His arrest occurred after federal secrét 
service men had found dies for the coining 
of money in the preacher's home at Lincoln, 
III., where he formerly was pastor of a 
ehurch. The minister claimed the dies were 
used in making medals for bright Sunday 
school pupils, but the jury decided other- 
wise. 

Ninety-seven persons gathered at the 
Wheaton church to hear the sermon. Many 
women were there, but there was a scarcity 
of men. Dr. Kaye, his face pale from con- 
finement, walked to the platform, during the 
organ prelude, accompanied by the Rev. 
Jesse Brooks of the American Bible society. 
He staggered slightly as he climbed the steps 
leading to the pulpit.

Receiver Appointed to Care for 
Oldest Illinois Settlement. 


FOUNDED 208 YEARS 460. 


Laws Given by Louis XIV. Still Gov- 
ern the Inhabitants. 


Belleville, III, Feb. 9.—{Special.)—The 
village of Cahokia, the oldest settlement in 
Illinois, has been placed in the hands of a 
receiver. This is the first time in the history 
of the state that such action has been taken 
against a town or city. 

Judge B. R. Burroughs, presiding in the 
Circuit court, appointed F. B. Morrills of 
Belleville as receiver upon the petition of 
the Federal Union Security company of In- 
dianapolis. He also granted an injunction 
to restrain George Lepeich from further act- 
ing as supervisor of the village and common 
fields of Cahokia and from collecting rentals 
from the tenants of 600 acres of valuable 
lands. 

The court order results from an effort to 
readjust the affairs of the village, which 
were entangled as a result of the alleged 
failure of Supervisor Anthony Bordeaux, 
who served the village from 1882 to 1892, to 
turn over to Camille Droit, his successor, 
$20,000 collected in rentals. 


Founded in 1700. 

Cahokia, the first white settlement in Ili- 
nois, was built up around the mission estab- 
lished by the Jesuit fathers in 1700. The 
honor of the first foundation belongs to the 
Rev. Jaques Pinet, one of that order. Like 
its rival, Kaskaskia, founded a few years 
later, Cahokia was, during the French oc- 
cupation, an important trading post and a 
seat of government for a large area of the 
surrounding country. 

The village was legally formed under the 
laws bf France and the office of supervisor 
was created in 1722. It has remained in force 
since that time, the village still being gov- 
erned by the laws given to it by Louls XIV. 

The village was taken under the wings of 
the Virginia government in 1781, as the re- 
sult of an expedition of Old Dominion soldiers 
under the leadership of Col. Clark and Capt. 
Bowman. The inhabitants of the village 
swore allegiance to the new government and 
many of them later aided in filling out the 
depleted ranks of the Virginia troops, which 
were then trying to pacify the Indians in 


Illinois. 
First Election in 1778. 

The first election of civic officers tn the 
state of Illinois was held in 1778 under the 
orders of the governor of Virginia and all 
of the inhabitants were given the right to 
vote. 

During the revolutionary war Cahokia 
often was the objective point of the expedi- 
tions of Indians and white troops sent by the 
British to harass the frontier of the colonies. 
Several battles were fought near the vil- 
lage, but the expeditions failed in their pur- 
pose. The Frenchmen composing the town 
were loyal in their support of their new al- 
legiance, and their efforts were responsible 
for the treaties with the Indians, which 
saved many lives on the borderiand. 

It was at Cahokia that the first court- 
house was built within Illinols.

Declares Parade of the United 
Societies Is an Invoca- 
cation of Anarchy.“ 


RTS PLAN NEW ATTACK 
Propose Legal Fight to Keep the 


Sunday Closing , Question 
Off Spring Ballot. 


— 


„An invocation of anarchy.” 

This, the anewer of the anti-saloon forces 
to the personal liberty meeting in the First 
Regiment armory yesterday, was flung forth 
from pulpit and rostrum during the day. In 
nearly a score of addresses leaders of the 
Sunday closing movement disparagingly 
characterized the demonstration of their 
opponents and exhorted their hearers to rally 
to the organized repression of the liquor 
traffic. 

Dr. Frank Gunsaulus, speaking at Centra! 
church in the Auditorium, uttered the warn- 
ing that the saloon men are riding for a fall 
and that they would do well to accept early 
closing, Sunday closing, and other reforms 
if they wish to avert the rising storm of 
popular indignation. 

The Rev. W. A. Waterman, speaking in 
the Lawndale Baptist church, the Rev. John 
Thompson in the McCabe Memorial church, 
and the Rev. C. G. Kindred in the Englewood 
Christian church, cheracterized the saloon 
demonstration as an appeal to anarchy. The 
alleged saloon slogan: Ballots now but 
bullets later.“ was denounced as being as 
antagonistic to orderly government as any 
of the utterances at recent anarchist meet- 
ings that aroused Chief of Police Shippy. 

Measures for carrying on the conflict with 
the saloon interests will be considered at 
two meetings of temperance organizations 
today. At a meeting of the prohibition com- 


laid for a legal fight to keep the Sunday 
closing question off the ballots at the spring 
election on the ground that it fails tocomply 
with the public policy act. Other moves wil! 
be discussed at a meeting of the Chicago 
Law and Order league in the Association 
building. 


A. B. Farwell Asks Questions. 


Speaking at the Milford Avenue Baptist 
church in the evening, Arthur Burrage Far- 
well, president of the Chicago Law and Order 
league, read statistics citing thirty-seven in- 
stances of murder, suicide, assault, and other 
crimes committed on Sunday as the alleged 
result of intoxication in saloons open on that 
day. 

This then,“ exclaimed Mr. Farwell, “ is 
the black record of that Sunday institution 
which those United Societies so blatantly de- 
fend in the name of personal liberty. 

How many misguided citizens must they 
have in a Sunday parade to draw public at- 
tention from this blackest thing in Chicago's 
criminal history? 

How many hobo signatures to their beer 
stained petitions, and how much eloquence 
and ranting from self-seeking politicians and 
blinded ‘ good citizens’ will it require to 
cover up even this partial list of Sunday sa- 
loon crimes, committed only since the Sun- 
day closing campaign began in Chicago?“ 


Tells of Drunkenness. 


The United Societies are united to advo- 
cate drinking.“ according to the Rev. John- 
ston Myers of the Immanuel Baptist church 
last night. oo 

There are more drunken men in Chicago 
tonight than there have been on any other 
night since the last parade of the United 
Socieites,’’ he declared. When that meet- 
ing was over the saloons for blocks around 
the First regiment armory were crowded. 

What does the parade mean? It means 
they have been hard hit. Ten years age 
they would have laughed at prohibition, but 
now they are scared. 

“What could the parade accomplish? 
Here's a law on the statute books that they 
oppose. Can the parade wipe it off? Moral 
effect? Give me two weeks and Tl show you 
a parade of 100,000 women and children, 
unfed, unclothed, sick, and cold, who have 
been made so by the saloon. Then you will 
have your moral effect.” 


Father O’Callaghan Adds Protest. 
The Rev. Peter O’Callaghan, pastor of St. 
Wabash 
avenue and Eldridge court, strongly pro- 
tested against the demonstration of the 
United Societies. 

What other name than anarchists could 
you call men who will openly meet in our 
public streets and defy the law which they, 
as American citizens, are sworn to uphold?’”’ 
Father O'Callaghan shouted. It is lam- 
entable that so many confound the question 
of the right of an individual to take a drink 
if he wishes and can drink in moderation 
with the question of the wisdom of keeping 
the law of the land sacredly guarded as well 
as the law of God. And the most shameful 
of it is that so many Catholics are too cow- 
ardly to speak for Christ and a Christian 
Sunday. 


Predicts Triumph of Law. 

Dr. Waterman predicted the eventual tri- 
umph of the law in spite of “ liquor demon- 
strations and assassinatlons.“ 

The press, he said, reported one Emil 
Hoechster as saying to a public audience: 
We are fighting with ballots now, but we 
can use bullets again.” These threats do not 
intimidate the earnest, loyal people who are 
insisting that the statutes of the state of 
Illinois shall be recognized. and enforced 
upon all classes and businesses alike.’’ 

The Rev. M. P. Boynton, in the Lexington 
Avenue Baptist church, called the saloon 
meeting a “riot of unrighteousness,” and 
laid the responsibility for the personal liberty 
movement on a class of undesirable foreign- 


ers. 
Parade Denounced by Others. 

Dr. Kindred denounced the demonstration 
as against a law of the state. 

“What will be said at this meeting?“ he 
asked. Mr. Hoechster, a deputy sheriff of 
Cook county, doubtless will repeat, ‘ We 
can use bullets again,’ or Mr. Michaels, ‘ Our 
fathers died on the battlefield in defense of 
liberty, we will do as much for our own 
Tiberty.’ ”’ 

Dr. Gunsaults pictured the rising tide of 
indignation against the abuses of the saloon. 

“Our friends representing the liquor in- 
terests,”” he concluded. would better, in 
my judgment, compromise on the early clos- 
ing and Sunday closing, or, as certainly as 
tomorrow's sun shall shine, the roused con- 
science and hitherto mute indignation of the 
people will pass many drastic measures look- 
ing toward making the liquor business an 
outlaw and a wave of prohibitory sentiment 
will sweep over the land which shall be 
irresistible.”’ 

The Rev. William O. Waters, rector of 
Grace Episcopal church, thought the saloon 
interests were going too far. Such reck- 
less action against law and order will eventu- 
ally close up the saloon business entirely,“ 
declared the speaker. 


Calls Parade Anarchistic. 

Dr. Thompson referred to the anxiety of 
the police concerning recent anarchistic ut- 
terances. 

But what about the liquor interests say- 
ing: We have fought with ballots and we 
can fight with builets..” demanded Dr. 
Thompson. “ What about this parade and 
“blanket permit granted by the police? 
What about the massmeeting in the ar- 
mory? The whole matter looks like a con- 
spiracy to defeat the law. 

Dr. A. C. Dixon of the Moody church said: 

“It is not the salconkeepers who want the 
saloons kept open on Sunday, but the big 
brewing interests which own the saloons. 
I believe that if an unfettered expression of 
the saloonkeepers of Chicago and their help- 
ers could be taken it would be found that the 
great majority of them would prefer to rest 
on Sunday.”

Miss Lawrence Elmendorf, 418 North State 
street, is going to be decorated in recognition 
of her bravery in réscuing a newsboy from 
the path of the Northwestern elevated train 
at the Chicago avenue station a week ago last 
Saturday. Miss Himendorf says she does 
not want any fuss made about it, but it looks 
as though she could not escape. 

Officials of the Northwestern Nlevated rail- 
way company are interesting themselves in 
obtaining some fitting recognition of the girl's 
heroic act. They have taken steps to bring 
the incident to the attention of the trustees 
of the Carnegie medal fund and they are 
determined that a medal of some sort shall 
be struck off to commemorate this noble deed. 


Does Not Want Medal. 

I don’t want a Carnegie medal,“ said Miss 
Elmendorf. ‘‘ WhatI did was nothing. How 
could I have done anything else? You 
wouldn't have had me stand still and see a 
little fellow run down by à train, would 
you?” 

Miss BEimendorf’s home is in New York 
City, but she is studying for a master’s de- 
gree at the University of Chicago, having 
been graduated from Barnard college. She 
is 4 niece of the late Edward Howland Green, 
whose widow is Hetty Green. At an early 
age Miss Elmendorf was orphaned and went 
to live in the Green household. Her father 
was the Rev. John J. Elmendorf, who fora 
number of years was dean of Racine college, 
Wisconsin, and later a professor in the Chi- 
cago Theological seminary. Her mother was 
a member of the Lawrence family of Boston. 

It appears that the rescue of the newsboy 
was not the first hegoic act that has dis- 
tinguished the girl. Some years ago she 
saved Miss Bishop, the daughter of the mind 
réader of that name, from an almost certain 
death in.an accident. 


Shoots Alligators for Food. 

Miss Elmendorf is an athletic young woman 
with a taste for adventure. She plays both 
basketball and baseball and is a good rifle 
shot. Shooting rattlesnakes in the south was 
one of her pastimes on a recent outing.

Once when marooned with a disabled 
launch in the Everglades of Florida Miss 
Elmendorf supplied the party with food by 
shooting alligators and having their tails 
fried in engine oil.

LIVELY SPEECHES ARE MADE 


Criticism by a Socialist Causes a Small 
Disturbance. 


Appreciating the fact that they are under 
the close surveillance of the police depart- 
ment, the anarchists’ branch of the Social 
Science league last night disclaimed any 
tendency to exclusiveness by inviting police- 


men to speak at their meetings. The second 


weekly meeting of the anerchists’ branch 
wae held last night at 368 Dearborn street. 

Two plain clothes men from Chief Shippy’s 
office attended the meeting and will make a 
report today. The understanding that the 
police were on watch may have had some- 
thing to do with the absence of the custom- 
ary attack on the bluecoats.

Gives New Theory of Interest. 

The speaker of the evening was Herman 
Kuehn. a writer on economic subjects. He said 
he had a brand new theory” of interest, but 
after an hour’s discourse there seemed to be 
only a hazy idea among the hearers as to 
just what his new theory was. Mr. Kuehn 
began by congratulating the audience on 
being so fortunate as to be present and re- 
ceive the enlightenment he was about to 
divulge. 

“The execution of my theory would do 
more to attain the conditions that the age 
requires than all this talk of dynamite 
bombs and force, and the power of the bal- 
lot box,“ he said. 

His suggestion was that the community 
be organized under cooperative plans, so 
that a man could borrow from the com- 
munity and give as security his promise of 
toil sufficient to offset the amount of the 
loan. 

A stalwart youth with generous oratorical 
powers got up to criticise. 

“We shouldn't concern ourselves with so 
small a thing as interest, profit, and rents,“ 
he exclaimed, swinging his arms. We 
should be about to deliver ourselves from 
economic slavery. Before the civil war it 
was argued that slavery never could be abol- 
ished because the slaves were worth 51,000. 
000. The value placed on the output of labor 
today is $50,000,000, and the demand for 
emancipation fifty times greater. It was 
black slavery then and wage slavery today.” 


Women Make Fiery Speeches.

PICK FEDERATION HALL. 


Jane Addams Is Absent from the 
Meeting During Hot Discus- 
sion of Question. 


Bowen hall, Kull house, was tabooed by 
vote yesterday, after a spirited discussion, 
at a meeting of the Women’s Trade Union 


of the league in the hal! of the Chicago feder- 
ation of labor, 275 La Salle street, and the 
discussion was precipitated over the ques- 
tion of coming out flat footedly "’ for trades 
unionism and the “ lgbor atmosphere as 
against artistic surroundings in Bowen hall. 
formerly the meeting place of the league. 

After nearly all the prominent mem- 
bers had had their say about the proposition 
to move from Bowen hall, the labor atmios- 
phere won by a heavy majority. Miss 
Jane Addams, who is a member of the league, 
and was a constant attendant at the meetings 
in Bowen hall, was “ visibly absent.“ 

Nothing was brought out in the debate to 
Indicate a breach had occurred between Mrs. 
Raymond Robins, president of the league, 
and Miss Addams over the latter's attitude 
toward the former's husband on, say, school 
board questions. An undercurrent of thought 
among the women, however, drifted strong- 
ly in that direction. 

„O, no. Our relations with Hull house 
have been so lovely. We really regret the 
necessity to leave Bowen hall. These were 
the sentiments expressed by both Mrs. Rob- 
ins and Mrs. Corinne Brown, who made the 
motion to move from Bowen hall to Feder- 
ation hall, as a permanent meeting piace.” 


Would Speak Freely. 

The quéstion of meeting place came up aft- 
er a constitution and platform for the league 
were adopted. Mrs. Corinne Brown was the 
first to gain the floor. 

**I favor Federation hall for the reason that 
here we will feel at home, while in Bowen 
hall we have been under restraint,” said 
Mrs. Brown. Here we can speak freely.“ 

This brought Miss Mary MeDowell to her 
feet instantly with a protest against Mra. 
Brown's utterances. 

“I must take exception to Mrs. Brown's 
statement that we have been under restraint 
at Hull house, said she. I am sure we 
have been as free to express ourselves in 
Bowen hall as anywhere.“ 

“Well, I didn't mean that any one re 
strained ug there,” Mrs. Brown hastened to 
explain. 

“ What I meant was that we were under 
the natural restraint of being guests and 
not as free as in our own home. 

Mrs. Robine felt it was time to explain, 
he said the object of moving from Hull 
house was to come in closer touch with the 
labor movement and that an option had been 
obtained on Federation hall. 


Fears Loss of Identity. 

“I object to leaving Hull house because I 
believe we are going to limit our usefulness 
by meeting in Federation half,“ said Mrs. 
Harriett Van Der Vaart. We will be looked 
upon simply as another labor movement. 

“I favor Bowen hall, because this place is | 
known as a union headquarters, and many 
girls will be afraid to come here for fear 
their employers will learn of x," seid Miss: 
Anne Nicholes. 

Federation hall. suits me, said Miss 
Agnes Nestor. “The surroundings are 
more beautiful in Bowen hall, but the Hal- 
sted street car service is awful.”’

HORSE CARCASS SHELTERS 
MAN FROM A BLIZZARD. 


Nebraska Farmer Saves His Life by 
Crawling Into Skin of Dead Animal 
During Storm. 


Omaha, Neb., Feb. 9.—[Special. I—Inside the 
carcass of a dead herse, protected by sun- 
dried hide, which stretched tight across the 
bare bones, Clifton Prouty, a Nance county 
farmer, found shelter from a blizzard which 
swept Nébraska a few days ago. 

Losing his way in a blinding snowstorm he 
fell and sprained his ankle, which rendered 
him helpless. In this predicament he stum- 
bled across the carcass of the horse and the 
thought struck him that this would give him 
the shelter he needed.

The 
dog’s barking brought Prouty’s son to the 
rescue. Prouty’s legs, which he was unable 
to pull under the cover of the horse’s hide, 
were badly frozen and may have to be am- 
putated.

Taft Pledge Charge Is Invention. 

After referring to the newspaper chargé 
that candidates for office were required to 
pledge themselves to Taft the president con- 
tinues: 

„There is really nothing to say except that 
it does not contain the slightest particle of 
truth, and that the misstatement is so gross 
that it is difficult to believe it other than a 
deliberate invention. There is not the slight- 
est foundation for it, and no successful effort 
can be made to show that there is the 
slightest foundation for It. 

“As regards the Massachusetts postoffice, 
in all except five cases my appointments 
were reappointments; that is, the incumbent 
was renominated, with the consent of the 
senators or congressmen, at the expiration 
of the regular term. Of these five cases, new 
men were put in three times because of 
death and twice because of the resignation 
of the incumbent. 

If such assertions as those of these papers 
are made in good faith, on knowledge of 
facts, and with any other purpose than to 
produce a political effect by false pretense, 
or by reckless statement without knowledge, 
let those making them produce the specific 
cases to which they refer. If in any such 
case the accusation is found true, it will 
have occurred without my knowledge and I 
shall deal with it in the precise spirit of my 
instructions to the civil service commission 
hereinafter referred to. 


Precedent for Ohio’s Action. 

“So for as I know the only other accusa- 
tions that have been made as to the use of 
patronage have been in connection with the 
pension agent in New Hampshire and a col- 
lector of internal revenue in Ohio. In the 
case of the pension officer the senators and 
congressmen could not agree on a nominee, 
two recommending one man and two an- 
other. I decided to send in a man recom- 
mended to me outsiders, whom I be- 
lieved to know better than either. The sen- 
ate rejected him. His name would have been 
sent in if there had been no presidential 
canvass at all at this time. 

In Ohio the collector of internal revenue 
whom I nominated in the First district was 
recommended by the congressman of the 
district. In the Tenth district I followedthe 
recommendation of the two senators. In 
other words, I followed the same course in 
Ohio as In other states as regards all these 
nominations, the only difference being that 
Ohio is the only state where the bulk of the 
federal employés have been inclined to be 
against the presidential candidate from the 
state. In New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, 
Indiana, and Wisconsin, so far as I know, an 
enormous majority of appointees are in each 
case for the presidential candidate from the 
state. 


Cites Civil Service Letter. 


“In my letter to the civil service commis- 
sion of June 12, 1902, which now holds good 
and will be enforced, officers are warned not 
to use their places to control political move- 
ments, nor to coerce their subordinates, nar 
to neglect their public duties for political 
work, nor to cause any public scandal by their 
political activity; but outside of the classified 
service they are not otherwise limited in 
political activity. No officer will be permit- 
ted to violate the above injunction with my 
knowledge, no matter for what candidate 
he may be working; and I may add that the 
only officers as to whom any question of vio- 
lation of this injunction has hitherto arisen 
have been men who are not working for mr. 
Taft. 

The above is a full statement of the facts. 
Not an appointment has been made that 
would not have been made if there had been 
no presidential contest impending, and in no 
case has there been a deviation from the 
course that I would have pursued had none 
of those who actually are candidates for the 
nomination been candidates; nor has a single 
officeholder been removed or threatened with 
removal or coerced in any way to secure his 
support for any presidential candidate. In 
fact, the only coercion that I have attempted 
to exercise was to forbid the officeholders 
from pushing my own renomination, this be- 
ing done in the following letter sent to the 
members of my cabinet on Nov. 19, 1907: 

I have been informed that certain office- 
holders in your department are proposing to 
go to the national convention as delegates 
in favor of renominating me for the presi- 
dency, or are proposing to procure my in- 
dorsement for such renomination by state 
conventions. bis must not be. 
to inform such officers as you may find it ad- 
visable or necessary to inform in order to 
carry out the spirit of this Instruction that 
such advocacy of my renomination or ac- 
ceptance of an election as delegate for that 
purpose will be regarded as a serious viola- 
tion of official propriety and will be dealt 
with accordingly.’

Opposition 8 the Blond Boss 
of First Ward Develops 


Much Strength. 
SAY THOMPSON CAN WIN. 


Conditions Have Changed with a 
Republican Mayor and a 
Larger District. 


Ald. John Coughlin of the First ward has a 
fight on his hands. It is the first real fight 
he has had since he got into the council. 
But this time he has got to sit up and take 


notice if he expects to get back to the city 


council next April. There are people in the 
ward who have always been his backers who 
are disposed to think he will not get back, 
no matter how hard he struggles. 

For some time an organized movement has 
been at work in the ward for the purpose of 
deposing the blond alderman. It was com- 
posed of two elements. One is the class 
which does not think Ald. Coughlin is the 
person who ought to represent the “ richest 
ward in the United States.“ It has always 
voted against him, but did not have votes 
enough to beat him. 

The other is recruited from the class which 
hag supported him in the past, not because 
they Mked him particularly, but because they 
were afraid of what might happen if the 
other candidate were elected. They figured 
they might be jumping from an endurable 
frying pan into a particularly warm fire. A 
union of these two forces means all sorts 
of trouble for the alderman. 


Thompson May Oppose Coughlin. 
The candidate againet him will be either 
William Hale Thompson, president of the 
Illinois Athletic club, or Eugene 8. Pike, 
probably Mr. Thompson. It is figured out 


by the opponents of Ald. Coughlin that 


either one could beat him, but Thompson is 
favored as being the better known. Both he 
and Mr. Pike have served as aldermen from 
the old Second ward, but under the last redis- 
tricting were placed in the First. 

During all the years he has served in the 
city council Ald. Coughlin has had an easy 
time of it on election day. A perfect under- 
standing existed between the democratic and 
republican organizations in the ward where- 
by, on reciprocal arrangements, it was seen 
that the republican candidate was not a per- 
son who would seriously embarrass the 
alderman. What was still more to the point, 
there was a democratic mayor in the city 
hall, and Ald. Coughlin could depend on the 
active aid of the police. The police amount 
to a great deal in First ward politics. 

But things are different this year. There 
is a republican mayor in the city hall. The 
alderman cannot call on the police this time. 
The republicans intend to nominate what 
in the First ward they call a live one.“ On 
strict party lines the territory is not nearly 
as strongly democratic as it was before the 
boundary line was first Twelfth street and 
afterwards Eighteenth. Lately the majori- 


ties there have only been a few hundred. 


Altogether, the First ward promises to be 
the spectacular battle ground next April. 


State Politics Getting Warm. 


Former Gév. Yates is expected back in 
Chicago on Tuesday. It is thought he will 
then declare whether he intends to be a can- 
didate for governor or senator or something 
else. Local politicians are firmly convinced 
Mr. Yates wants to run for some office, but 
has so far been unable to make up his mind 
which one. | 

Chairman Roy O. West of the republican 
state committee said in the afternoon that 
committee would meet in Springfield a week 
from Tuesday to call the state convention. 

‘Thedemocratic committee is considering the 
advisability of holding its state convention 
in Chicago. It is argued it would be more 
convenient for the delegates than any out- 
side city and besides a state convention does 
not amount to much now the primary law 1s 
passed. The date favored is April 14. The 
committee expects to open headquarters at 
the Sherman house Apri] 15. 

The candicacy of Patrick J. Carr for alder- 
man of the Fifth ward in place of the pres- 
ent incumbent, James J. McCormick, was 
indorsed at a meeting of democrats held 
in Cooke's hall, Thirty-seventh and Halsted 
streets, yesterday afternoon.

HOT FIGHT IN CUYAHOGA. 


Foraker Faction May Ask Supreme 
Court to Hear Woe. 


Columbus, O., Feb. 9.—County primaries 
at which delegates to the republican state 
convention on March 8 are to be selected 
will be held on Tuesday throughout Ohio. 
An overwhelming majority of the delegates 
will be for William H. Taft for president. 
and the convention may be unanimously in 
his favor. 

Under a recent decision of the republican 
state central committee it will not be neces- 
sary to hold actual primaries unless there 
is more than one ticket in the field. and by 
virtue of this ruling In fifty-two out of the 
eighty-eight counties the regular Taft dele- 
gates will be chosen merely by certification 
of their names. 

Im the remaining counties primaries will 
be held, but in only four of these is there 
opposition to Taft, but in but one, Cuyahoga, 
does the fight show any consequence. 


Taft Certain of 745. : 

The convention will be attended by 815 
delegates, of which number Taft is certain of 
745. His managers are confident he will 
have them all. 

The dubious spots are Knox county, with 
seven delegates, and Cuyahoga with sixty- 
three. The contest in the latter county is 
serious, because the Foraker faction has 
sought to bring the matter into court, and 
will, it is expected, ask the Supreme court 
tomorrow for permission to file the case be- 
fore that body. 

Minor political considerations in Cleveland 
have brought about conflicting claims as to 
the validity of county committees, the Taft 
people declaring theirs is the only legal body 
and the Foraker faction setting up a similar 
claim. The primary will proceed as though 
no legal question was involved, but if the Su- 
preme court decides for the Foraker people 
new primaries must be called. 


Three Contests Possible. 

As Taft will control the state convention, 
he is certain of the four delegates at large. 
The Foraker people have considerable 
strength in the Sixth and Tenth districts, 
and the fight in Cleveland for state delegates 
applies also to the congressional convention 
of the Twenty-first district. It is possible 
there may be contesting delegates from these 
three districts. 

Secretary Taft said today that Arthur 
Vorys will continue in control of the manage- 
ment of hiscanvass. The secretary gave out 
a statement to that effect while passing 
through Columbus en route to Kansas City, 
where he will speak at a banquet tomorrow 
night. 


MAMMOTH BANQUET FOR TAFT. 


Kansas City Republicans Make Elabo- 
rate Plans to Entertain the War 
Secretary Tonight. 


Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 9.—The republican 
banquet in convention hall tomorrow night 
in honor of Secretary of War Taft promises 
to be a gigantic affair. More than one thou- 
sand persons will eat dinner served in the 
arena of the big hall, and probable 10,000 
more will crowd the balconies and galleries 
to listen to music and the speeches. 

The speaking will begin at 8 o'clock. The ad- 
dress of welcome will be delivered by Mayor 
H. M. Beardsley and the principal toasts will 
be: “The Republican Party, Selden P. 
Spencer of St. Louis; and We Have Put Our 
Hand to the Plow.“ Attorney General Her- 
bert S. Hadley, Missouri; Secretary Taft wil! 
be the last speaker. E. E. E. McJimsey of 
Springfield, Mo., will be toastmaster. 

Secretary Taft left St. Louis for Kansas 
City at midnight.

AIDING THE DESERVING. 

Between Jan. 8 and Feb. 6 the num- 
ber of lodgings furnished by The Trib- 
une emergency lodging house was 11. 
464. During the same time the number 
of men fed, counting one meal to each, 
was 37,392. These figures will give 
some idea of the timeliness of the emer- 
gency lodging house and of the amount 
of suffering which has been averted by 
it. The men whom it sheltered would 
otherwise have had to take refuge in 
police stations or even more uncomfort- 
able resorts. The men it fed would have 
had to beg for food or go hungry. 

The emergency lodging house has not 
been an asylum for tramps. It has been 
the temporary home of unemployed men 
who needed work and were eager to get 
it, no matter how hard or how poorly 
paid it might be. On one occasion when 
men were needed by a railroad company 
to shovel away snow in its yards at 
night it was impossible to get recruits 
in the. municipal lodging house, while 
most of the men in the emergency lodg- 
ing house turned out at once. Of the 
men who have staid there 1,383 have 
worked on the streets and paid jobs have 
been found for 852. 

The emergency is not over. It will 
not be until there shall be a further im- 
provement in the labor market. That 
which was done for the worthy unem- 
ployed in January should be duplicated 
in February and the early part of 
March or acute suffering will be the lot 
of many who do not deserve it. The 
grand opera benefit Friday night will 
turn over more than $2,000 to the lodg- 
ing house fund, but it will need addi- 
tional reinforcing so that the geod work - 
of relief may be continued until no 
longer needed. 

A dollar given the emergency lodging 
house will do more for the homeless and 
deserving unemployed than if it were 
used in any other way at this time.

Persistent rumors are current in well in- 
formed cire at Brussels to the effect that 
the king; influenced in the matter by the 
baroness, ingists upon bestowing’ the Bel- 
gian title of duke of Tervueren upon Lucien, 
the elder of the two boys born to him by the 
Baroness Vaughan 

He cannot do this without the sanction of 
his ministers, with whom he has had several 
stormy interviews on the subject, especially 
with the minister of foreign affairs, Darig- 
non, and with the late premter, M. De Trooz. 

In fact, the latter’s sudden death on the 
last day of last year at Brussels followed 
immediately after a violent scene with King 
Leopold om the eubject of bestowing this 
Belgian dukedom upon the son of Baroness 
Vaughan. 

This quickly became known at Brussels, 
and accounted for a remarkable manifesta- 
tion of sympathy on the part of the mem- 
bers of the reigning familly and of the old 
Belgian atistocracy for the widow of the 
dead statesman, on the occasion of his fu- 
neral, and also, perhaps, for the strange 
absence of any such token of regard on the 
part of his sovereign. 

Princess Clementine, now wholly es- 
tranged from her father, is, stated to have 
been particularly cordial to the widow, and’ 
to have expressed to her her sense of grati- 
tude for the manner in which the late pre- 
mier had defended her own interests and 
those of the other legitimate members of the 
reigning family. | 

Mme. Henri Say, who has thus virtually 
turned a reigning sovereign out of doors 
and declined to retain him any longer as a 
tenant, on account of the impropriety of his 
old age and of his evil companionship, was 
formerly Miss Mary Davis of New York 
and married, as her first husband, the count 
d' Heursel. 

She obtained a divorce from him in Switz- 
erland—it was before divorce laws were 
placed on the statute books of France—and 
thereupon married the late Henri Say, be- 
coming in this way the sister-in-law of the 
Princess Amadee de Broglie and of the vi- 
comtesse de Tredern, as well asfan aunt of 
the duc de Brissac. Here in America Mme. 
Henri Say is closély related to the Neilsons 
and to the Gebhards of New York. 
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At the time when Emperor Francis Joseph 
was so ill last fall I directed attention to the 
fact that there was but one vacant place 
remaining in that, famous vault of the 
Capuchin church at Vienna, where all the 
members of the imperial house of Hapsburg 
have been laid to rest since 1032. beginning 
with Emperor Matthias. 

That vacancy has now been filled by Arch- 
duke Ferdinand Salvator, grand duke of Tus- 
cany, who diedlast month. Nota bit of room 
remains. Indeed the vault already is over- 
crowded. 

Emperor Francis Joseph has accordingly 
given orders for the immediate enlargement 
of the vault. At first it was feared this woüld 
be impracticable, owing to the Capuchin 
church being in the heart of the old city. 

But after careful investigation it was as- 
certained that it would be possible to add 
considerably to the.area of this last resting 
place of.the Hapsburgs by extending a niche, 
in which the coffins of Empress Elizabeth 
and Crown Prince Rudolph are situated, in 
the direction of the garden of the monastery. 

The work is to be commenced without delay 
and the monks appointed to the guardianship 
of the imperial tombs will accordingly be de- 
prived of that piece of garden in Which they 
were accustomed to take their daily exercise 
while reading their breviaries,
